Children,  birth  to  21  years,  seen  in  the 
clinics  are  evaluated  and  examined  by  selected 
staff  members  and  medical  personnel;  then, 
during  the  staffing,  the  participants  exchange 
information  they  have  secured  and  develop  the

recommendations  for  treatment,  medical  pro- 
cedures, therapy  and  education  as  appropriate. 
These  staff  recommendations  are,  then, 
presented  to  the  parents  for  their  consider- 
ation. 

Medical  clinics.  Mental  Retardation  Eva- 
luation clinics  and  Myelodysplasia  clinics  are 
conducted  over  a  two-day  period  with  the 
staff  evaluations  during  the  first  day,  and 
the  staffing  and  parent  counseling  on  the 
following  day. 

Laboratory  tests,  x-rays  and  consultations 
with  other  medical  specialists  are  available 
in  the  local  clinics  and  hospitals. 

Children  under  three  years  of  age  are  seen 
at  all  clinics  with  some  referrals  received 
for  children  as  young  as  two  months.

NO  SMOKING  PROGRAM  (Cont.) 

Personally,  I  feel  this  is  an  excellent 
program.     Tips  and  suggestions  were  given 
about  what  one  could  try  to  do  in  order  to 
control  the  habit  of  taking  another  cigarette. 

After  the  five-day  clinic,  extensive  follow 
up  is  done.    The  chairman  reported  that  of 
the  14  who  attended  the  clinic,  it  is  believed 
that  seven  may  be  able  to  "kick  the  habit." 
She  stated  that  follow  up  is  continued  as 
long  as  the  individual  has  a  real  desire  to 
want  to  stop  smoking.    The  seven  were  still 
off  cigarettes  one  month  later. 


I  would  encourage  any  public  health  nurse 
to  give  her  time  and  effort  to  this  program; 
it  gave  me  real  satisfaction  to  see  the 
earnest  desire  of  the  participants  and  then 
later  hear  of  the  number  who  may  be  able  to 
kick  the  habit.

A  10-week  intensive  course  for  registered  nurses  working  in  maternal  and  child  health 
will  be  beamed  into  Bozeman  by  satellite  this  fall.    The  course,  the  Nursing  Child  Assess- 
ment Satellite  Training  (NCAST)  project,  will  cover  new  nursing  research  findings.  The 
class  will  meet  Wednesday  afternoons  or  evenings  at  Montana  State  University  starting  on 
October  19,  and  will  be  limited  to  18  nurses.    Applications  should  be  filed  with  Nancy 
Chandler  of  the  MSU  School  of  Nursing  before  September  1. 

Approved  by  the  American  Nurses'  Association,  the  course  costs  $50.     Twenty-five  Contin- 
uing Education  Recognition  Points  or  two-and-a-half  Continuing  Education  units  will  be 
awarded  to  those  successfully  completing  the  course.     Some  assistance  with  mileage  and  over- 
night accommodations  will  be  provided  for  nurses  from  outside  Bozeman  who  participate. 

The  course  is  based  on  a  study  of  child  health  assessment  that  University  of  Washington 
Nursing  Professor,  Kathryn  Barnard,  principal  investigator  of  the  NCAST  project,  has  been 
conducting  since  1971. 

Dr.  Barnard's  study  involves  assessment  methods  that  might  predict  which  children  will 
have  social  and  intellectual  development  problems  by  the  time  they  reach  school  age. 

Her  study  emphasizes  the  environmental  influences  on  the  intellectual  growth  of  infants 
and  young  children.     She  is  finding  that  close  observation  of  the  behavior  of  a  parent  and 
infant  as  they  interact  is  crucial  in  determining  a  child's  social  and  intellectual  develop- 
ment.   These  concepts  emanating  from  her  study  are  the  major  focus  of  the  NCAST  program. 

The  course  consists  of  a  series  of  two-way  color  television  broadcasts  between  MSU  and 
the  University  of  Washington  in  Seattle  via  the  Communications  Technology  Satellite.  The 
classrooms  in  Bozeman  and  Seattle  will  both  be  equipped  with  television  monitors  and  cameras 
so  the  nurses  and  their  instructors  will  be  able  to  see  and  hear  each  other.
